state interference in the affairs and disci~ 
pline of private life, we may look in vain 
enefit resulting from legal enact- 
ments upon the subject. Fortunately, in 
the press the present age of enlightenment 
possesses an agent of reform that, gentle, 
yet convincing, silent, yet eloquent, 1s 
admitted in various forms to remedy in- 
dividual error, without any suspicion of 
betrayal being entertained, or exciting any 
jealousy as to motive or design. Are we 
not, for example, in the hands of thousands 
of English mothers, who will not fail to 
canvass their own domestic arrangements, 
with some prospect, at least, of improve- 
ment, as we suggest, for the common good 
of all, that greater responsibility as regards 
the prevention of illness in children should 
be assumed on the part of parents? In- 
stead of the accusations of conscience, 
where charges of neglect may lie, being 
met by an affectation of resignation, or 
endeavoured to be palliated, because every- 
thing, subsequent to attack, had been 
done to save life, we think a point in civi- 
lization is arrived where society should 
only receive the shameful plea of igno- 
rance, for the vast destruction of infant 
life which characterizes the age of vaunted 
intelligence in which we live. We do not 
raise any cry of alarm, however, beyond 
what is necessary to place the subject in a 
proper light, before we advance some fur- 
ther hints which we believe will prove 
highly useful in removing the great social 
evil upon which we have commented. 
The classification of predispositions to 
disease is the first step; and, simple as is 
the division into those determining to 
affections of the head, of the chest, or the 
abdomen, mothers will find it is compre- 
hensive enough as the basis of a regular 
course of sanitary instruction we propose 
for their benefit, without encroaching the 
slightest upon the legitimate practice of 
the ever-to-be-respected, but certainly to

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QUEEN’S COLLEGE, : 


The aim and object of this institution for female 
education has already, on more than one occasion, 
‘been brought before the readers of the Lapy’s 
Newsraren, Few there are, we believe, who will 
not join in wishing that the results anticipated by 
the public-spirited parties who have so untiringly 
exerted themselves for this establishment may 
be more than realized. The importance of the 
sphere of duty which the governess is called upon 
to perform is such as renders it of the highest con- 
sequence that she should be fitted for her task. 
From the first instructress of youth impressions 
are received which probably influence the whole 
future character; and, to fit the teacher for the 
proper fulfilment of this office, Queen’s College 
has been established. With that kind sense of 
what relates to the best interests of her people, 
her Majesty the Queen has given it the sanction of 
her royal name; and a number of ladies of rank 
and talent have also undertaken to become personal 
visitors, and to afford their co-operation. Gentle- 
men of eminent abilities as well as professional 
experience in every department of instruction 
have engaged to give lectures on various subjects ‘ 
and no arrangement has been neglected for placing 
the institution on a firm and lofty basis. The 
Rev, F. D. Maurice, M.A., chaplain of Lincoln’s- 
inn, ina lecture recently delivered, explains ina 
few words the tenour of this institution :— 
_ “A society for therelief of governesses was bound 
to consider whether they could be useful for this end; 
if not, whether they might set at work any agency 
which should aim at the accomplishment of it. They 
might, it was thought, at least offer certificates. to 
competent governesses, But then they must have 
some means of testing their competency: there must 
be an examination, The members of a benevolent 
society could not, as such, conduct it; they invited 
gentlemen who were in the habit of examining and 
teaching, to form a committee for the purpose. This 
committee soon heard from others, and discovered 
themselves, that to do any real good they must go 
further: they must fit the governesses for their exami- 
nation; they must provide an education for female 
teachers. The task seemed a serious but not an im- 
possible one, Training institutions for the mistresses 
of poorer schools are becoming general; those who 
have thought most upon education have proclaimed— 
Government, here and abroad, have proclaimed—that 
these schools are of far more worth than all the me- 
chanical systems by which we fancied for so long a 


time that masses of children might be fashioned into 
men.’’ 


To carry out this plan an establishment has been 
formed, adjoining the Governesses’ Home, in Har- 
ley-street, and an introductory lecture on each of 
the subjects intended to be studied has been 
delivered during the present week. The following

The lecture on the English language delivered 
by Professor Taylor was highly interesting, and 
much taste and research wre exhibited throughout 
the address.

writers of earlier English, and tracing them down 
to the present time, we should find the inflexions 
gradually disappear, This change takes place in 


all languages and in all places, In studying Eng- 
lish, by oing far enough back, the student would 
find all the materials requisite for studying the 
phenomena of language generally, In his future 
lectures he would further show the value of study- 
ing grammar; and, in commencing his class for the 
study of the English, he should proceed from the 
Anglo-Saxon down to the present time, 

Dr. Bernays, professor ot the German language, 
King’s College, in giving his introductory lecture 
on the German language, pointed out its advan- 
tages in a literary point of view as well as com- 
mercial, and combated the reputed notion of the 
great difficulties to be encountered in learning the 
German language. Many ladies, he said, spent 
from seven to ten years in learning French, com- 
mencing early in life, when the mind was most 
pliable; and afterwards, when they determined to 
acquire the German, they felt discontented and 
disappointed if they could not read, write, and 
converse with facility after one twelvemonth’s 
attention. He asked the student to give his lan- 

uage a fair chance, and, from its proximity to the 

nglish, he felt convinced that the difficulties 
would not be found to be so great as were feared. 
Many parents objected to the reading of German 
books from the peculiar philosophy frequently 
mixed upin German literature, He admitted that 
the German language afforded peculiar modes of 
attack, particularly oti theological subjects; but, 
whilst it gave these peculiarities on one side of an 
argument, if was equally fertile and effective in 
providing for the rebutting of false doctrines. It 
was true there were many somewhat popular Ger- 
man works which he should.not think proper to 
pice into the hands of young ladies for perusal ; 

ut the same objection could be advanced as to 
works in the English as well as every other lan- 
guage, ‘he same care should be observed in 
making a proper selection of German books as 
was observed in making choice of those in the 
English language. German literature had in its 
walks some of the greatest geniuses, and a perusal 
of some of their works could not fail to improve 
and elevate the mind. We had, for the most part, 
vety bad translations from the German, which 
frequently made the authors to be misunderstood. 
He would have his pupils, after their very first 
lesson, to commence translating German into Eng- 
lish, and English into German, as the best means 
of grounding them in the peculiarities of the lan- 

uage, After pointing out the best modes of 

cilitating the student in his pursuits, the lec- 
turer said that at opportunity he would be glad to 
form a class for the more advanced for reading in 
German, 

‘The ‘ principles and methods of teaching” formed 
an address ably and eloquently handled by the Rev. 

omas Jackson, M.A., principal of Battersea 
College. The lecturer regretted that there was 
not some sufficient work published upon the best 
methods of teaching. Many little pamphlets were 
issued to the public as to the mode of how to put 
this or that question upon various scientific sub- 
jects, but there was nothing really good and effi- 
cient to guide or assist the teacher. What the 
tutor of Alexander had done for oratory had yet 
to be done for this country as to the proper mode 
of imparting knowledge. Persons might be very 
learned, and well versed in all the sciences, but 
unless they knew how to impart knowledge it 
was of little avail to others;.and such persons 
were but ill qualified to agt as public instructors, 
Teaching did thot ¢onsistin simply communicating 
knowledge or faets, but it implies, though not to 
say directly, moral discipline. The manner of 
giving a lesson had an influence over-the pupil 
and was a matter of the greatest importance, 
Much depends on the character of the teacher: if 
he avoid his duty, or only half perform it, this 
will soon be observed and imitated ; if he is in 
different in the schoolroom. it will be like an 
epidemic, and the faults of the teacher be readily 
copied and exaggerated.

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CHESTER AND HOLYHEAD RAILWAY, 

The railways! How much is comprehended in 
this single expression! What a multitude of ideas 
crowd upon the mind when contemplating the vast 
extension of the railway system! While the enny 
post has advanced the progress of mind, by the in- 
terchange of thought and feeling, and while the 
electric telegraph is circulating general intelligence 
with lightning speed, and the mighty press is dif- 
fusing information, and urging forward the march 
of civil and religious liberty, the various railways 
are spreading over the lands, and, like the arteries 
of the human body, carrying regeneration and life 
to the most distant parts, and delivering man from 
that isolation to which distance would otherwise 
consign him, and raising him to the enjoyment of 
a useful and happy fellowship. To ladies, whose 
peculiar province it is to cultivate the affections, 
and without the genial influence of whose virtues 
the rougher sex would degenerate into barbarism, 
the subject possesses the deepest interest. The 
Roman, in days of yore, considered a good road the 
first step to national greatness; railways demon- 
strate it. 

The Chester and Holyhead Railway is one of 
peculiar interest, on account of the romantic beauty 
and architectural glories of the country; the tubu- 
lar bridges over the river Conway and the Menai 
Straits; and from the probability of its becoming 
the highway to the sister country, a land blessed 
by God with a most productive but, owing to the 
disorganization of the social system, an unculti- 
vated, and consequently unfruitful, soil, 

The Chester station is to be a grand central 
terminus for the London and North-Western, the 
Chester and Holyhead, the Chester and Birken- 
head, the Shrewsbury and Chester, and the 
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CHESTER RAILWAY STATION, 


reminded of the fierce struggles for independence 
maintained by the fiery Welshmen for several 
centuries against their Saxon and Norman oppres- 
sors. Conway Castle, built by Edward I, in 1284,

of the proceedings could be obtained, the tube-— 
400 feet in length and of immense weight — was 
floated, and placed between its piers. This triumph 
of mechanical genius is the work of Mr, Robert 
Stephenson, 

From Conway the line proceeds to Bangor, 
where the historian, while he gazes upon the ca« 
thedral, will reflect upon the vanity of human 
sreatness when unexalted by virtue, as illustrated 
by the history of the founder of the city, Maelgyn 
Gwywdd, a sovereign of North Wales, in the 
sixth century, who, having rendered himself no-« 
torious by his guilty life, and anxious to make his 
peace with God, silence his murmuring subjects, 
and conciliate the church, caused the cathedral to 
be erected. The railway next reaches the Menai 
Straits, over which a tubular bridge, like that at 
Conway, will be erected. It then enters the Isle

THE FARM. 

The crops now begin, in earnest, to show promise 
of reward for the cultivator’s toil. Still he will find 
there is plenty to do, as the following instructions 
show :—Finish sowing barley and grass seeds if ne- 
glected to this period. Attend to your fallows; you 
may use either stones, brushwood, or tiles. Finish 
under-draining, either with the mole-plough or spade ; 
there is no money so well spent as in under-draining. 
Prepare the land for Swedish turnips, which are beat 
sown in drills, Attend the compost heaps—the larger 
the heaps the better—whatever will rot may be ad ed 
to them. Lucerne may be sown on deep soils. Oak- 
stripping generally takes place in this month, and re- 
quires sharp attention, as the bark is only in its prime 
for a few days.

THE WATER-COLOUR EXHIBITION, 
5, PALL-MALL BAST. 


The private view of the forty-fourth annual exhibi- 
tion of this society took place on Saturday last. The 
weather being fine, the room was crowded with visitor, , 
among whom we noticed a great number of the nobtt 
lity. This institution being the first of the kind, and 
many of its body having attained a high reputation, 
a great deal of curiosity was excited on the present oc- 
casion in consequence of many of the members of the 
new society having jotnee it this year, Great expec- 
tations were raised, particularly as the new society 
had made such a decided improvement, even with the 
loss of some of its principal contributors. au 
naturally expected, with the addition of these distin- 
guished artists, that this exhibition would far outstrip 
all former years; but a disappointment was in reserve ; 
and the aollection altogether is certainly not equal, as 
a whole, to that of the younger society. The chief in- 
terest of the new over the old institution is, that the 
great majority of the members of the former are figure- 
painters, while landscape and architecture are the 
main features of the latter. In these departments of 
art they certainly keep up their well-earned reputa- 
tions ; but, with the exception of god plcwire by Top 
ham, they do not appear to have gained much strength 
in what they most wanted—figure subjects of interest, 
Their own entire body, with the exceptions of Catter- 
mole and F. Tayler, seem to content themselves with 
a single figure; and that so similar to what they have 
already done so well, over and over again, that the 
public, expecting variety, becomes tired: and the 
society may depend upon it, that reform all this they 
must, sooner or later. 

Mr. George Cattermole, who has always been a 
chief support to the gallery, exhibits several pictures 
this year. They are peneraliy smaller than usual, 
but all good, particularly No, 259, ‘ Refectory— 
Grace,’ and No. 272, ‘The Youthful Champion de- 
parting for the Combat.’ In the former we haye one 
of the most perfect and pleasing compositions we have 
ever seen from this accomplished artist. The draw- 
ing is bold, and the colouring rich, without being

eeping with the subject. It is, altogether, perfect. 
The second-named, which is a companion picture, is 
also a very happy production in the artist’s most ef- 
fective style. It represents the youthful champion

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lords the business up to Thursday 
was not of much interest. 
Yesterday there was much conyersation on the sub- 
ject of the diplomatic correspondence with Spain 
On Monday the Commons reassembled pursuant to 
adjournment from Saturday, the 22nd ult. On the 
motion of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, a grant of 
£5000, to defray advances for the purpose of relieving 
destitute pereens in the island of Tobago, consequent 
upon the hurricane of last year, was agreed to. After 
a short discussion, a further grant of £60,000, by way 
of loan to the planters of Tobago, was also agreed to. 
The right hon. baronet next proposed that a sum not 
exceeding £200,000 be granted to defray the expense 
of the transport of labourers from the Kast Indies to 
the colonjes of Trinidad and Guiana. The Chancellor 
f the Exchequer intimated that he would take a vote 
by £170 0, this amended proposition being received 
with loud cheers. The committee diyided—for the 
Grant of £170,000, 76; against, 21: majority in favour 
of the grant, 55.—The Chancellor of the Bgchaquer 
then, in an explanatory speeah ih solepe ce to the 
public works carried on in Ireland during the last two 
years by means of loans and grants made for that 
purpose, moyed for powers to readyance any sum not 
exceeding three years’ instalments, or £946,000: 
agreed to.-On the House resuming, Sir G. Grey, in 
a speech declaratory of the necessity which existed for 
the adoption of the measure, proposed the second 
treading of the Removal of Aliens Bill. Ona division, 
the second reading was carried by a majority of 119, 
the numbers 141 to 22.—The Lords’ amendments to 
the Election Recognizances Bill having been agreed 
to, Sir W. Somerville obtained leave to bring in a bill 
to regulate the elective franchise, and for the regis: 
tration of parliamentary electors in Ireland. The 
right hon. baronet also obtained leaye to bring ina 
bill for the establishment of additional polling places 
n wards in towns in Ireland, and for limiting the 
period fo holding elections jn counties to two days.—~ 
On Tuesday, twenty-five members only being pre- 
sent a fo o'clock, the House stood necessari 
journed. 


On Wednesday Mr. Ker Seymour moved the com- 
mittal of the Great Yarmouth Fresmen's Disfran- 
chisement Bill; and, after a division, it passed 
through committee.—The House went into committee 
gn the Joint Stock Companies Bill, and agreed to 
some of its clauses.

WHOLESALE RobppeRIEs BY A Man or 
Prorerty.—Very great excitement prevailed last 
week amongst the agriculturists and the public of the 
neighbourhood of Sherborne, in consequence of the 
discovery of a considerable number of stolen sheep, 
pigs, and other stock, on the premises of an oldman 
named Caleb Bartlett, a butcher, residing at §and- 
ford Orcas, who, with his son, and two other men, 
Henry and John Longman, was arrested and ex- 
amined before the magistrates at the Town-hall. The 
charges against the old man were numerous, and the 
investigation of them occupied one whole day. The 
hall was crowded, and great interest excited bythe 
variety and extent of the charges against the elder 
Bartlett, as well as the peculiar position in which he 
stood—he being 71 years of age, and having for nearly 
fifty years regularly attended Sherborne market in 
the exercise of his trade, by which he had amassed 
considerable property—it is said more than £8000. 
The first charge against the prisoners was that of 
stealing a pig from the premises of — Sealy, of Os- 
borne; the second for stealing a calf, the property 
of J. Congdon ; and the third for stealing a sow, the 
propery of 8. Hazard.: The prisaners, Caleb Bart- 
ett, Thomas Bartlett, and enry Longman, were 
committed for trial; John Longman was discharged, 
there being no evidence to connect him with the 
charges, Caleb Bartlett’ was further charged with 
stealing ten sheep, the property of W. Francis, of 
Trent; three hogs, the property of the same person ; 
and seventeen sheep, from the premises of Mr. Noah 
Ford, of Stowell; on these charges he was committed 
to take his trial. Bail offered for the prisoner was re- 
fused, the bench observing that the evidence was 80 
clear they thought it their duty to commit him to 
rison. All three of the prisoners were then removed 
to Dorchester gaol. It is supposed that the revela- 
tions now made will throw some light on this hitherto 
mysterious subject, and solve the problem which has 
so long puzzled all the farmers in the neighbourhood

Dreaprut Sream-soar Disasrer,—A 
communication from Calcutta wee details of a 
most lamentable disaster which 1as befallen the 
Benares steamer on her way up the river. It appears 
that the vessel caught fire, and that in the attempt to 
escape a number of the passengers, aap ee 
Europeans (two of them ladies), were drowne ee He 
following letter describes the occurrence : — Se 
Rajmahal, March 21.—I sit down to acquaint i ee 
one of the most awful calamities that has befallen the 
above vessel that it is possible to imagine, and which 
is still more distressing as it has been attended W ee 
serious loss of life and property. About seven 0 me “ 
while under steam, within three miles of Rajmahal, 
the after part of the vessel, where the horses and con- 
veyances were, was discovered to be on fire. Owing to 
the combustible materials close at hand the fire rage 
furiously, and the confusion consequent thereon bafiles 
all description, The vessel was run ona sandbank, 
and immediately the majority of the passengers jumped 
into the water, and fifteen or sixteen persons were 
drowned. Several more are missing, and I fear they 


have all met a watery grave. All the cargo in the after 
hold is burned, also the conveyances and eight horses ; 
the latter are literally roasted alive, Every one on 
board has suffered more or less. I have lost nearly all 
my clothes, and some of the passengers have lost 
money and property to the extent of some thousands 
of rupees. i stuck to the vessel throughout, and have 
got off pretty well. I tried all I could to persuade the 
passengers not to leave the vessel till there was no 
chance of saving her, but it was useless, and hence the 
loss of life.

Faran AcctipENT.—Five Men Drownep. 
At the close of last week one of the Duncansbay 
pilot-boats, manned with six hands, left the shore in 
order to pilot through the Pentland Firth the William 
Gouland, of Sunderland, The wind was easterl , With 
rather a heavy sea, ‘The crew’s names were— eorge 
Green, nearly fifty years of age; his eldest son, 
Andrew Green, unmarried, about twenty-five; Hugh 
Manson and William Manson, brothers, the latter un- 
married; James Simpson and Malcolm Dunnet, both 
unmarried—the last is the only survivor of the whole. 
‘They had reached the ship in safety, and Malcolm 
Dunnet had gone on board to act as pilot, when a 
heavy sea struck the boat and overwhelmed her. The 
scene that followed was fearful in the extreme. Three 
of the men got upon the bottom of the boat. One 
appears to have sunk immediately, as he was not seen. 
The fifth, Andrew Green, got hold of a rope thrown 
from the ship, twisted it about his hand, and struggled 
long with desperate efforts to get to the ship. The 
mate was let Tbe to assist him, and had almost hold 
of his hand, when he was obliged, to save himself, to 
let go the rope, and the poor lad, apparently within a 
few inches of safety, sank to rise no more. The 
screams and cries of those on the boat were heart- 
rending, and such, their almost distracted companion 
says, as he will never forget. But the ship, in spite 
of the utmost exertions of all on board, made away 
from the boat, and the deeply-affected and sympa- 
thizing crew saw them washed off one after another. 
The individuals thus suddenly called into eternity were 
all men of great worth—sober, amiable, industrious, 
and greatly esteemed in their place and_ station, 
George Green has left a widow, two sons, and three 
daughters, it is feared, in destitute circumstances, and 
some of them in delicate health. 


Wreck or A Mercuant Vesseu.—ALu

record the loss of the ship Hannibal, of Peterhead, and 
the whole of her crew, with the exception of one indi- 
vidual—in all sixteen souls. Fears had been for some
